Lieut- 
onant Abernethy, with a few men, awam 
the river below the usual ford, and turned 
the ponition, Lieut.

Kansas troops lost a captain and had 
several men sonnded at the ford, Fora 
time, the right of the line, which had to 
cover four times aa much ground as the
